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Education Aid Pushed

Further support of a stronger educational 
program on a national basis has been giv­ 
en by the Committee for Kconomic Develop­ 
ment , an indet>endent group of 200 business 
executives and scholars seeking a growing 
and healthy national economy . But being 
an independent agency docs not remove it 
from the arena of controversy . 
For into the middle of controversy is ex- 
attJy %s\me its recommendations on educa­ 
tion lead It. It calls for 
mandatory s t a t e ac­ 
tions to force s m a l l 
school district reorgan­ 
ization, federal aid to 
education on a limited basis, expanded stale 
aid to education and greater citizen pa r­ 
ticipation in school improvement programs. 
Two of these, state aid and citizen partici­ 
pation, would get but limited argument but 
the other two have been and will continue 
to be a hornet's nest. Nebraska is certain­ 
ly familiar with the reorganization or re- 
districting problem, being at about the bot­ 
tom of the list in term s of effective school 
districting. 
But Nebraskans are still v o ting o n redis- 
frietiiig. If the pro gram ev er became maii- 
dato rv , so mething like 
a 
mass 
rebellio n 
wo uld likely take place. .Many o f the farm 
areas where the sma ll scho o l districts are 
a pro blem fa ce the simple fact that reo r­ 
ganizatio n results in a tax increase and 
farmers are in no po sitio n at this time to 
abso rb such an increase, regardless o f the 
merits o f any such pro gram. 
Also, .Nebraska is familiar with the prot>- 
lem of state and federal aid to education. 
CFD notes that the trouble with the current 
situation is that without state aid. local 
schools are being supported primarily by 
property taxes. This form of taxation has 
become so burdensome that it will no long­ 
er support the growing school needs. 
★ 
f)f course, as things now stand in Nebras­ 
ka. school support from state aid would still 
not take the burden off the property tax. 
It might .spread the load around a liUle 
more evenly but that is the best it could 
do. It must have brought a chuckle from 
many people when they heard a plea from 
Robert Conrad, administrative assistant to 
the governor, to give the property tax a 
fair chance. .\nd it was about the same 
time that a similar statement was made 
by former Gov. Robert Crosby . 
It is true that the pro perty tax situatio n 
In Nebraska has been greatlv impro v ed. 
Manv millio ns o f do llars hav e been added to

the tax ro lls as a result o f laws passed In 
the last sessio n o f the state legisla ture. But 
the pro perty tax has been with Nebraska 
fro m the sta te’s infancy and has left us 
eo ntimially running behind the rest o f the 
natio n. One might wo nder just ho w much o f 
a chance any pro gram deserv es. Nebraska 
may see so me betterment in things fo r a 
v ear o r two as a result o f current impro v e­ 
ments hilt it will be the o nly blo o d in the 
turnip. V bro adened fax base is the o nly 
lo ng-range answer to o ur pro blems, 


★ 
There is a peculiar conflict of philosophie.s 
found in the CFD proposals for stale and 
federal aid The organization advocate.s dis­ 
tribution of .state aid through a foundation. 
It reports the essentials of such a program 
as * ,'<pecifications of the ty pe and quality 
of school services that should, a.s a mini- 
nuim, be available to students throughout 
the state . . 
But an entirely different appro ach was 
used ill the matter o f limited federal aid. 
CFD warned that there must no t be “ any 
federal co ntro ls o r co nditio ns o v er educa ­ 
tio n whatso ev er asso ciated with the pro ­ 
po sed grants . . . We stress In the stro ng­ 
est po ssible terms that the pro gram sho uld 
include no federal requirements fo r “ lo y ­ 
alty o aths,’ and no co ntro l o f subject ma t­ 
ter, teaching metho ds, teacher qnalifiea- 
tio ns o r any o ther aspect o f the educatio nal 
pro cess.’* 


It isn’t that we have much objection to 
this but we fail to .see the logic in advocating 
.state aid as a tool to 
enforce better stand­ 
ards but outlawing the 
use of federal aid as 
such a tool. But CFD 
does make a most intelligent point in con­ 
nection with another aspect of federal aid. 
“ rhe national interest in good schools every ­ 
where and the national interest in a de­ 
centralized school sy stem are not irrc'con- 
eilable. The combination of these two in­ 
terests calls for the assumption of an im­ 
portant but limited responsibility by the fed­ 
eral government ” 


The three key words here are “ important 
but limited.” There is a definite federal 
interest in many local problems which are 
common to the nation as a whole. And there 
is no evil m federal aid to assist in the 
solution of tliese problems if the aid is in 
the nature of stimulation rather than a com­ 
plete answer.

Facing Market Reality 


Facing reality is something all of us gen­ 
erally have a hard time doing now and 
then. But if It IS difficult at times on an 
individual basis, it is even more so when 
it involves a question of national policy . For 
in national affairs it is all too easy to avoid 
reality by carefully shifting the burden of 
responsibility and spt’aking in platitudes and 
generalities. 


Something of this was discussed by Carl 
F. Oechsle, assistant secretary of coin- 
rngrce, in an address to the National .Auto­ 
mobile Dealers .Association convention in 
Washington, D. C. Speaking on the all-im­ 
portant topic of profit, Mr. Oechsle pointed 
out that competition is the key to the .Amer­ 
ican free enterprise sy stem and it cannot 
l>e walked away from or outlawed as a 
means of achieving prolit. 
“ America can no longer indulge in this 
luxury ,” he said, “ if we are to maintain 
our position as the greatest industrial na- 


tion. the bigge.st foreign trader, and the 
Icfidcr and sy mbol of free enterprise in an 
increasingly competitive world . . . Recent 
shifts in the U.S. jxisilion in the world 
economy result not so much from a change 
in our own pace, but from a growing and 
accelerating pace m the rest of the world. 
We can no longer lake our historical com­ 
parative adv antages for granted even in our 
own markets, let alone those abroad.’ 
This is real meat for careful chewing by 
.American business and industrial interests, 
including both labor and management. The 
day is gone when the United Slates has such 
superiority and economic strength that she 
can dictate the terms of trade to the rest 
of the world. Products of other nations 
have been improved and their economies 
strengthened to the point where we must 
battle in the world market just as we have 
battled in and for our own domestic m a r ­ 
ket — even the latter a market which we 
can no longer take for granted. 


An End To Inaccuracy 


Since all of the .American men descended 
into the basement and with their shining 
tools and humming motors gave themselves 
over without reservation to the 
t h i n g 
called “ do-it-y ourself” there has been 
a 
plague on the house. 
.No m atter how niucli eare is taken, how 
much high level figuring is done, no m at­ 
ter how much inherent genius is brought 
to bear, the products that come back up­ 
stairs generally lean radically lo the left, 
or totter and tumble toward the side of 
ihe short leg. or .sometimes prove too big 
lo get through the door. 
Well, it is a big relief to learn that this 
is not the fault of the man at work. He is 
not to be chided if the 
nail 
he 
diivt's 
through a half inch board turns out lo be 
a four inchcr and therefore protrudes from 
a corner of the tabouret and impales the 
baby . 
The fault is with the U.S. Bureau of 
Standards which since 18(K) has forced the 
country to rely upon an undependable inch. 
Jt is going to be remedied. Meantime, no 
y ardstick can be relied on. 
It seems the Bureau obtained a bar of 


plalinum-iridium some 160 y ears ago and 
scratched two lines upon it. declaring that 
all the distance between the two lines would 
thereafter be called the official “ one inch.” 
provided the measurement took place un­ 
der controlled temperature conditions. Well, 
it worked well enough in the old slack 
day s when distanci» could be satisfactorily 
determined by such terms as “ over y on­ 
der,” “ (piite a piece.” “ a stone's throw” 
or “ by a cat's whisker.” Hut recently the 
scientist and other precision people have 
been complaining bitterly , pointing out that 
under such broad toler-iinces as a milliontli 
of an inch the present pattern inch isn't 
worth a nickel. 
So we are going to have a new atomic 
inch that really is accurate. The method 
of computing it will be available to every ­ 
one which means that the do-it-y ourself 
people can correct their y ardsticks with­ 
out delay . Here’s how: 
Take an atom of Kry pton 86. It gives 
oft a light wave of unchaiigmg magnitude. 
Turn the dial until the light is orange. 
After that it is easy . An exact meter will 
be equal to 
1,650,763 wave lengths. .An 
inch then will he 40,000 wave lengths. 
While Awaiting The Word 


Whatever speculation there has been on 
the administration's position on agriculture 
as it applies to congressional legislation, 
the right guess will be revealed soon when 
I’resident Eisenhower speaks officially on 
the subject. His message to Congress is ex­ 
pected in the near future. 
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If the President remains consistent with 
his past support ol Secretary Ezra Taft 
Henson he will be compelled to take lur- 
iher steps toward destroy ing the parity 
principle with a further relaxation of plant­ 
ing controls and the consequent ballooning 
of surplus and lower product prices. 
After <‘ight 
y ears of such agricultural 
pistol whipping it is difficult to cnv ision any 
success in selling the Republu’an 
party 
to agrarian voters unless the vigor of tiie 
assault lias been telling enough to destroy 
the political sensibilities of the victim. 
h'ederal economists recently conducted 
an agrieiiltural department 
study 
of 
the 
economic effects of a continuation of the 
administration’s effort to abolish acreage 
controls and to tie price supports to an 
average of preceding open markets 
in­ 
stead of parity . The study concluded that 
such a course if continued would by l‘)63 
reduce the fa rm er’s cash income by $2.8 
billion, 1958 being the y ear of comparison. 
This is a grim report especially when it 
is further considered that the current pro­ 
gram has steadily been increasing surpluses 
while doing nothing to curb the steadily 
increasing costs of farming. Obviuusly this 
course offers no remedy for any one, for 
surpluses and eeonornic illness ar<* burdens 
to the entire economy and in this case the 
cries ol pain may be coming from the west
